ROME (Reuter). — A Black Sep- 
tember killer who shot dead an 


Italian employee of El Al airlines 
in Rome on Friday may have as- 
sassinated the wrong man, police 
said yesterday. 

Vittorio Olivares, 35, was killed 
in broad daylight outside a busy 

ent store here by a man 
identified from his Lebanese pass- 
port as Zaharia Abu Saleh, 23. 
After shooting Olivares twice with 
a pistol he had concealed in 3 brief- 
case, Abu Saleh ran off but was 
overpowered by a police guard. Wit- 
nesses said he shouted as he was 
arrested, “He had to die because 
he was a spy.” 

Rome police, however, said yes- 
terday they did not rule out the 
possibility that Abu Saleh — who 
did not know his victim’s name — 
wes in fact meant to have killed 
Moshe ‘Adad, 40, an El Al chief in 
Rome who resembles Olivares. They 
said Olivares had only worked for 
El Al for two years, after eight 
years with the British Airline 
BOAC, and had planned to switch 
to Singapore Airlines shortly be- 
cause he was worried after El Al 
personnel had received threats. 

El Al employees described Oliva- 
res as a quiet man who liked gard- 
ening and gave no signs of leading 
a double life. He is survived by his 
32-year-old wife, who is in her 
eighth month of pregnancy, and his 


son, 6. 

Abu Saleh told police during six 
hours of questioning that: “I had to 
ἘΠῚ the man because he played a 
very important role in the assassina- 
tion of Wail Abdel Zuatter.”

The tall, blond killer, whose Leba- 
nese passport police believe may be 
a fake, beamed at photographers on 
his way to jail and gave them a 
“V-for-Victory" sign. 

Police said Abu Saleh errived in 
Rome on April 19 and had been 
studying ways of killing his man 
ever since. They also said he had 
totd them he feared he was being 
tafled by IsraeH secret service men. 

Meanwhile, EI Al Rome represen- 
tative Eliyaho Ben-Israel yesterday 
discounted the theory that the killer 
had got the wrong man.

HEALTH MINISTRY 
The great 
hospital 
fees 
muddle 


By MACABEE DEAN 


Hew much should a patient pay 
for a day's stay in a Government 
hospital? Neither the Ministry of 
Health nor the hospitals ‘them- 
selves have drawn up any scale of 
payments, and therefore chargea 
are arbitrary, the State Comptroller 
finds, 

But more important, the Ministry 
(and 1ts hospitals) fails to raise the 
prices annually. For example, it 
now costs IL91 a day for each 
patient, but he is only charged 
from 1115.50 to TL79 for a day's 
hospitalization, depending on his 
financtal clrcumstances. 

Special arrangements are made 
for social welfare cases — and for 
Kupat Holim patients. They pay — 
that is to say the Government 
charges Kupat Holim and not the 
patients — ILi15 a day. 

(This is one of tie main reasons 
Kupat Holim is anxious to send its 
patients to Government hospitals 
since it is much cheaper than send- 
ing a ‘Kupat Holim patient to a 
Kupat Holim hospital.) ᾿ 

Although the local- and regional 
authorities are supposed to pay part 
of the cost of local health care 
(mainly cHnics, and"examinations of 
school children) the Ministry of 
Health in some cases has failed to 
reach an agreement with ‘local au- 
thorities. Thus when the Ministry 
demanded that tie Rehovot Munici- 
pallty pay an outstanding dill for 
1L134,000, the Municipality simply 
refused to “recognize” the bill. 
Other municipalities also refused to 
pay thelr bills although they did 
reach an agreements with the Min- 


.Fimancial arran 
the hospltals emselves leave 
much to be desired as well. Tel 
Hashomer Hospital billed its pa- 
tients three to five months after 
their discharge; and the Nahariya 
hospital sends bills, out twice a 
year, in October and in March. 


Who should pay? 


Another problem is that in many 
cases it is unclear who should pay 
the patient's bill — the patient him- 
self? Kupat Holim? Hia insurance 
company? The outcome is that col- 
lection of such bills is often de- 
layed — and they constitute ten per 
cent of the patients in Tel Hashomer 
and 16 per cent in the Nahariya 
hospital. 

The Ministry's “Food Inspection 
Service" fell far short of its re- 
sponsibility to inspect places where 
food was kept. In 1971, of the 
planned 300 visits to cold-storage 
warehouses, only 78 were carried 
out; and in 1972, of the planned 
102, only 54 visits were made. In 
some regions, such as Tel Aviv, 
only 12 per cent of the planned 
visits were performed. 

The, situation regarding care of 


the chronically ill, most of whom. 


are over 65, is gradually deteriorat- 
ing. as the population grows older, 
the Report notes. Most sick funds 
specifically exclude this type of per- 
son from receiving complete medical 
care, and thus the burden of provid-' 
ing facilities for the chronically sick 
falls either on tht family, public 
bodies, or the Government's health 
services. 

Although there ought to be 1.3 
beds for these patients for each 
thousand inhabitants, there is only 
one bed for each thousand (although 
this is an increase from 0.82 beds 
per 1,000 in the past few years). 
However there is considerable doubt 
about the actual number of beds 
available for chronically sick, as 
many of the beds registered for such 
cases are in old age homes, occupied 
by falrly healthy people, while 
others are in hospitals where patienta 
are hospitalized for short periods. 
Thus, the Report notes, the actual 
mumber of beds per 1,000 may only 
be 0.6 — or about half the number 
actually needed. 

The result ts that in some private 
hospitals for the chronically sick 
“occupancy” Is 150 per cent — that 
is, a home built to accommodate 100 
patients actually has 150 patients. 
This is done by overcrowding. 

The Comptroller found that the 
Ministry did not draw up “clear 
cut" directives to its dectors who 
granted travel-tax exemptions. Some 
1,029 such exemptions were granted 
from October 1971 to September 
1972, for two main reasons: to 
recelve medical treatment “not avail- 
able in Israel," or to visit relatives 
abroad whose health was in an ex- 
tremely bad state. 

In regard to tax exemptions for 
cars for disabled persons (only those 
with disabilities tn thelr legs are 
considered), the Report found that 
in Tel Aviv there was a consider- 
able delay, from two to four 
months, in approving such exemp- 
Hons. 

In other cities, the delays were 
only four to six weeks which was 
considered “reasonable.” Moreover, 
in Tel Aviv the requests were often 
not handled in the chronological 
order of thelr submission. 

The Report discusses the problems

Though the 
Ministry had not Hcenmsed the club 
to operate aircraft since 1971, be- 
cause it had not met requirements, 
it still continued to operate planes 
for instruction and training. 

Reviewmg road accidents, he 
noted that Israel stood 15th out of 
83 countries reviewed in a recent 
study of fatal accidents per kms. 
of travel. During 1965-71,. road 
accidents claimed nearly 120,000 
casualttes with over 3,000 deaths. 

At the end of 1971, there were 


300,000 motor vehicles in the: 


country, and 740,000 are expected 
by 1980. Research showed this need 
not necessarily entail a similar rise 
in accidents, if sufficient funds 
are expended on the road infra- 
structure. But, in the three-year

panied by parallel and appropriate 
development of the trangportin- 
frastructure. 


Bogged down 

The inter-ministerial headquarters 
for the war on accidents, estab- 
lished in 1971, did some inten- 
sive work but was soon bogped 
down by a proliferation of authority. 
The Comptroller believes that such 
ἃ body could succeed if its auth- 
ority, personnel and methods of 
action reflected the seriousness of 
the problems # dealt with. This

BUSY SIGNAL AT 
PHONE SERVICES 


By ASHER WALLFISH 
T= Ombudsman — as the State 
Comptrolier’s Commissioner of 
Comptsints is caHed in popular par- 
lance — spent much time handling 
complaints from people who said 
that thelr requests for telephones 
were not properly ‘handled by the 

Ministry of Communications. 


The State Comptroller accordingly 
decided it was high time to inspect 
the situation, and carried out his 
probe in two districts: Jerusalem 
and Southern, and Tel ‘Aviv and 
Central, 

The ComptroHer observes, by way 
of general comment, that when too 
many people are chasing too few 
phones, applicants must wait along 
time before getting the instrument 
installed. Consequently, they com- 
plain and they get the feeling — 
justified or imaginary — that other 
applicants are obtaining phones fas- 
ter because of favouritism. 

(On December 31, 1972, 107,766 
people were waiting for phones but 
only 39,515 free nes were avail- 
able in the existing telephone ex- 
changes, } 

Two divisions at the Ministry 
handle applications for new phones: 
the Telephone Services Division 
which approves them and the Hn- 
gineering Services Division which 
actually puts in the line and the 
instrument. The Comptroller found 
that In many cases, records of the 
same application did not taly from 
one division to the other. 


Scale of priorities 
In the Tel ‘Aviv area, an appli- 
cant who has been turned down once 
and applies for a: second time in 
the hope that a line bas become 
available often has to wait a month 
and more for an answer. 


The only way to dole out phones 
fairly is to work according to a 
seale of priorities which determines 
who should get an instrument first. 
The scale of pulorities contains eight 
grades. 

However, 2 sample check in Je- 
rusalem of 400 files showed 30 files 
in which the phones had not been 
approved according to the seale of 
priorities. The application form for 
a Β does not spell out the 
scale of priorities or inform the ap- 
plicant what details to write so as 
to qualify for the appropriate grade. 


The Comptroller found 8 case of 
two immigrants who ‘ware nelgh- 
bours: the ome who aitached a 
document showing he was an im- 
migrant got his phone; and the 
other, who had no idea that hisdm- 
migrant status was relevant, did 
not mention the fact. and so was 
turned down. 

After discussing inequities in ap- 


roval of phones, the Comptroller 
detatied inequities in the actual in- 


steHation by the engineering ser- 
vices division. is Sah Ὡς 

‘Thus, the engineers im many cases 
‘nstalled phones in buildings where 
the job posed few technical diffi- 
culties, even though the appiicants 
had only got approval for phones 
recently. Meanwhile, people in duild- 
ings where instaHation was compil- 
cated or onerous, were kept waiting 
although their applications had been 
epproved much earHer. 

‘The Comptroller accepts the logic 
of the Engineering Services Divi- 
sion that it can often make its 
manpower and equipment “go fur- 
ther” and attain higher efficiency if 
it concentrates them in one parti- 
cular area at oue time. However, 
the ComptroHer insists, the engi- 


tem of priorities, even though this 


means putting in single phones here 
and there in widely sepanated areas. 


Three-year wait 


‘The Comptroiier’s inquiry in Je- 
rusalem and Southern District in 
November 1972 showed that office 
reports Usting applicants for phones 
did not specify how long they had 
been waiting. The ComptroHer had 
to make it ‘his business to teil the 
district that 500 of the 16,000 out- 
8 epplications had been ‘wait- 
ing for more than three years. 
This prompted the Hngineering Ser- 
vices Division to carry out @ second 
check to ascertain whether some- 
thing couki be done, after all, to 
provide the wanted phones. 


‘The problem is aggravated by the 
fact that when sn applicant in- 
quires about the prospects of his 
application being met, he usually 
gets a vague reply. The Comptrolier 
suggests that were the public 
better infonmed it would Imve more 
confidence in the Ministry. 


When you dial “14" and ask for 
“Information,” are you getting the 
service you neéd? 

Not quite—says the Comptroller. 


Operators at “14” ghould have 
thelr special directories updated be- 
tween four and six times yearly, 
according to the Ministry's good in- 
tentions. But their directories are 
only updated every four months. 


The Ministry has an internal 
eommittee discussing ways of im- 
ΑΝ" services, which start- 
ed meeting four years ago. 
To date, this committee has effect- 
ed no changes as far as the special 
directories are concerned. 


The Comptroller eriticizes the pre- 
mature publicity of the Ministry 
ever introduction of the “mikud” zip 
code system, before preparations 
were ready.

The 
manpower available had also not 
always been applied efficiently be- 
cause labour contracts made it im- 
possible to require skilled dockers to 
do more second shift work and be- 
cause of strikes and other work 
disruptions. 


The Comptroller noted that inj. 


Haifa port the ten “permanent” 
gangs of dockers who for many 
years had worked only in the lucra- 
tive high premium citrus fruit load- 
ing during the season, had been 
abolished by the Authority in 1970. 
The Authority had-paid the men 
TLim. “compensation” for waiving 
their “right” to the jobs, with a 
view to deploying them as nuclefl 
for establishing additional gangs, 
augmented by unskilled workers. 
The Authority calculated that in this 
way 20 more gangs could be estab- 
Ushed. In fact, not only was the 
number of fruit loading gangs in the 
port not increased as a result of the 
arrangement, but actually decreased.

The Comptroller said work dis- 
putes in Haifa port during 1972 
were an important factor in the port 
congestion. For more than a month, 
the foremen stopped working over- 
time and refused to supervise more 
than two gangs of men each. For 
three months, the dockers employed 
on citrus loading lowered their out- 
put by one third to back their de- 
mand for lower income tax on their 
premiums. . 

The report praised the measures 
taken to alleviate congestion, but 
noted that this was stil! common in 
Ashdod and Haifa port. He expected 
an improvement from greater use of 
containers and unitized in 
the future.

The Comptroller cites many exam- 
ples, sich as a research firm which 
‘was to conduct a survey for the 
Ministry for 1070000. The firm 
handed out the job to mo less than 
ten sub4contractors and although It 
ἀϊά not do the job, it nevertheless 
made 8. profit. The Comptroller felt 
that Ministry departments could 
teke the trouble to see whether 
more thau one firm is capable of 
conducting a study and whether 
% cen be done more cheaply. 

Ministry officiats often gave work 
to certain firms without being able 
to explain why they preferred them 
to their competitors. When tenders 
were published they were not hand- 
led according to aH the rules. Bids 


were ed after the deadline and 
after other bids had already been 
considered. 

The Comptroller also complains 
that Ministry units did not take 
care to see that agreements were 
stgned. He says he pointed to the 
need for this time and again.

THE Comptroller — in his re- 
port on the Foreign Mizistry 
— investigated the sale, In 1971, 
of Israel's former embassy in Pa- 
ria and the purchase of a new 
embassy — and found several 
faults in the transactions. Basic- 
ally, he found that both the sale 
and the purchase were carried 
out without the requisite author- 
ization from the Treasury. 

In the event, Israel came out 
of the transactions with 8, pro- 
fit. The embassy owned a pilot 
of land in Paris and the two 
buildings which previously hous- 
edthe embassy, and it soid these 
for 13 million francs. The new 
embassy building cost nearly ten 
million francs including renova- 
tion work and furnishing. Thus 
the profit to the State's coffers 
was considerable—and the Min- 
instry pointed this out in an- 
swering the Comptroller’s critic- 
isms. 5 

The Comptroller admits that 
there was a profit but says that 
this by no means excuses lax ad- 
ministrative discipline. 

In the case of the purchase, 
the Treasury had agreed with 
the Foreign Ministry on a celling 
of seven million francs — but 
the embassy exceeded this with- 
out reporting to the Treasury. 
The embassy also took short- 
term loans to bridge the time

A number of cities spent consid-

— Considerable funds earmasiced 


or sanitation also go down the 
drain. The Comptroller notes that 
many towns bought expensive equip- 
ment for street cleaning. After im- 


cities realized that it wouki have 
been much cheaper to employ pri- 
vate contractors to clean the streets. 
Often the cities discovered that the 
equipment they bought did not even 
suit local conditions. One such city 
managed to sell its useless equip- 
ment, but the others have not been 
so fortunate, and the equipment is 
stored unused in municipal ware- 
houses. The Comptroller also finds 
that many cities waste money by 
not hiring private contractors to 
collect garbage. 

Another major area of criticism 
is organization of local authorities 
for emergency conditions. But here, 
the Comptroller blames the govern-

T= Labour Party leadership bureau is 
meeting this week to decide on the date 
of the Histadrut elections. Some months 
ago, the same forum decided to hold this 
year’s polls on September 11 and it will 
now probably choose a later date. What 
ὃς at stake jn fact, is who will head this 
vast organization, with tts wide Influence 
on Israeli life. 

It was Histadrut Secretary-General Yitz- 
hak Ben-Aharon who, four years back, 
called for a clear division between the two 
election campaigns — the Histadrut's and 
the Knesset's. Until now, the Labour Fe- 
deration has usually provided a kind of 
dress rehearsal for the general election, 
and ἃ decline in Labour Alignment fortunes 
in the Histadrut vote hes sometimes in- 
jected new energy into the party leading 
to a recovery in ime for the Knesset 
poli — as happened, for example, in 1965. 

Of late, however, Ben-Aharon has been 
the most vigorous defender of the Septem- 
ber 11 deadline; and in demanding that 
this decision be left unchanged, he has 
now also insisted that his party decide 
where he stands. Mr. Ben-Aharon has 
finally come out into the open with a de- 
clared readiness to stay at Histadrut head 
offices for another four-year term. Until 
now he has been speaking in much more 
reluctant tones, indeed, in the past few 
months we have witnessed him perform- 
ing 8 slow but distinct somersault, from 
his protestation of “I will only serve one 
term" to his recent entry into the race. 


Mistake and disappointment 


There are those who say that this shift- 
ing position ts a function of his gradual 
acceptance of a realistic appraisal of his 
political standing. These same circles hold 
that it took quite some time and energy 
for his old Ahdut Ha'avoda comrades to 
bring him down to earth. It is an open 
secret that almost the entire ex-Mapal 
leadership believes that one of Premier 
Golda Meir's biggest mistakes was to 
offer Ben-Aharon the No. 1 Histadrut job. 

Nor is it news that the ex-Mapai Hist2d- 
rut bosses were deeply disappointed when 
Ben-Aharon declined to get fed up and 
resign. Instead, he carved out a niche in 
the public mind, thanks largely to an ex- 
cellent television presence. 

Even his critics cannot deny that he 
brought charm and panache to the job, 
blemished only by a rather abrasive per- 
sonal manner, By talking at length about 
the absolutes of socialist fundamentalism, 
he won himself the role of leader of the 
Left — especially of Mapam, at whose re- 
cent party convention he won louder 
applause than anyone else, including vete- 
ran leader Meir Ya’arl. He also reconfirm- 
ed his unofficial position of permanent odd 
man out, and set himself up as a one- 
man opposition to Finance Minister Pin- 
has Sapir. 

His recent charge that the real way to 
make money in Israel was not by work- 
ing hard or by prudent investment but 
by having the right connections in the 
Treasury has raised sharp ex-Mapai an- 
tagonism. 


Closing of ranks 


Playing down his call for unilateral 
withdrawal from the territories as a Ben- 
Aharon peccadillo, his old Ahdut Ha‘avoda 
comrades have lined themseives up solidly 
behind him, for they do not wish to lose 
such a focus of power, especially at a 
time when the battle for the succession 
looms just over the horizon. There has 
been a general closing of Ahdut Ha’avoda 
ranks, irrespective of differences of opin- 
jon on policy as evinced by Deputy Pre- 
mier Yigal Allon and Minister without 
Portfolio Israeli Galli in the “grand de- 
bate" on the territories. When it comes to 
the" crunch, the Kibbutz Hame'uhad loyal- 
ists always hold together. 

There is another element which should 
not be overlooked: Ben-Aharon is today 
the most influential person in the Kibbutz 
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Ben Aharon — declined = options 
to get fed up. Almogi several 


Hame'uhad, and reportedly earns even 
more applause than Gallli at its council 
meetings. That influence has been slightly 
neutralized by the work of the new and 
dynamic Kibbutz [Federation secretary, 
Danny Rosolio, Having Ben-Aharon out of 
office is one of Galili's current night- 
mares, it is said. Moreover, keeping him 
at the Histadrut disengages the Kibbutz 
Hame'uhad leadership from the horns of 
ἃ possible dilemma, for otherwise they 
might have to choose among Allon, Galili 
and Ben-Aharon for the two Cabinet seats 
allocated to Ahdut Ha’avoda. 

All this did not stop Ahdut Ha'avoda 
from rejecting Mr. Ben-Aharon’s proposals 
to reform the Histadrut organizational 
set-up and election system, which would 
have increased the number of workers on 
trade union executive forums. It is ironical 
that only the ex-Rafi group in the Align- 
ment Histadrut faction fully backed his 
reform programmes, with ex-Mapai, and 
especially Mapam, opposed.

QEVERE critics of Mr. Ben-Aharon, de- - 


clare that he never took the Histadrut 
job serlously, treating it purely as a step- 
Pping-stone back-into the inner councils of 
power, They charge that as “the people's 
tribune” (to borrow a term frequently used 
by his foliowers), he became enchanted 


with his own phrases without effecting any . 


real change. During his term of office, 
they say, it was the well-paid pressure 
groups, such as the port workers and 
Egged drivers, who got fatter pay packets. 

His supporters argue that if not for 
fear of Ben-Aharon's reaction, the Finance 
Ministry would have imposed even a great- 
er share of the financial burden of the 
‘economy on the heavily taxed‘ wage-earn- 
ers. On the other hand, there are many 
ex-Mapai trade union leaders who potnt to 
what they consider Ben-Aharon’s disappoint- 
ing record on the labour front. Instead of 
trying to solve a specific dispute, they 
charge, he often endeavoured to blow it up 


into an issue of national political signifi-" 


cance out of all proportion 
in question. 

There are a number of theories why ex- 
Mapai leaders began suddenly to speak 
openly, as geen d ener secretary- 
Seneral —ine icuous challenge to Ben- 
Aharon's influence among the mass of 
trade unionists.

Some say it was a series of pubtic 
opinion polls. The public was asked whom 
they would vote for to the Histadrut No. 1 
job and three names were mentioned: Ben- 
Atraron, Almogi aud Histadrut deputy Sec- 
retary-General Yeruham Meshel, whois also 
the Labour Party Histadrut whip. What was 
highly significant wag the broad support 
for Almogi, and in a number of polla the 
gap between him and Ben-Aharon was sur- 
prisingly narrow. The polls came as ἃ 
welcome surprise both to the Almogi and
